years ago, ahigh school diploma was ararity. Only 
about one in ten of the 17 year-olds in Monterey 
County was a high school graduate. High school 
existed only fora small proportion of all children in 
the county whose parents could support them 
while they remained in school. 

In 1920, a store clerk in Salinas earned about 
$30 a week. And high school graduates earned 
twice as muchas less-educated workers. Today, 
someone with an associate degree will earn almost 
$250,000 more than someone with only a high

What would you think, hearing or reading a 
message of that nature? Aliens have landed? 
There’s a military invasion underway? Neither 
would be correct. What you were hearing or 
reading was a law enforcement message based on 
codes, abbreviations, and acronyms. Law 
enforcement calls it “cop talk”, a “short hand” 
language that is convenient, concise, and can be 
more confidential than plain language. 


Here’s Some 10-36 for You!

o you thought the first weeks of foreign 
‘ey language study were pretty tough. Don’t 
feel all alone out there. Students studying 
journalism (as well as those students who volunteer 
to work with your campus newspaper, the

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he year was 1920. Prohibition was in full- 
; ‘swing, but never mind that . . . this was 
an era of gaiety, hope, and aspiration. 
Education gained a renewed esteem for building 
the future. In Salinas, the Board of Trustees of 
the Salinas Union High School District filed into a 
meeting hall on Alisal Street. When the meeting 
concluded, the Trustees had voted to establish a 
college as a complement to the community’s learn- 
ing opportunities. The Trustees felt their action 
to be of immense importance. Students and their 
parents may have been less impressed by (or pos- 
sibly unaware of) the opportunity presented them. 
The new college failed to gain enough enrollment 
to open its doors. Nearly a decade later, in 1929, 
the Trustees tried again with better luck. Salinas 
Junior College became reality. 

Not all were pleased with the designation Sali- 
nas Junior College, however. Some preferred to 
name the school Hartnell after William Edward 
Hartnell, an early pioneer who gained fame when 
he married the daughter of: “. . . the wealthiest,

most cultivated and influential man in Califor- 
nia”, Jose de la Guerra y Noriega. Hartnell, born 
in England (1798) and educated in Germany, came 
to California as a representative of John Begg & 
Co., London, a goods seller. Soon, Hartnell gave 
up his employment in order to establish himself in 
the “merchant” business. He purchased Rancho 
El Alisal where he prospered at farming. In 1834, 
Hartnell established a school on his Alisal land and 
named the school after himself. The school failed 
— for want of students — in 1836. William Hartnell 
passed away in 1854. The legend that was E/ 
Senor William Hartnell lived on. Those partial 
toward honoring this early patron wanted to en- 
shrine his name in a lasting and meaningful man- 
ner. 

Growth prompted the establishment of a com- 
munity college district in 1949. At that time, Sali- 
nas Junior College changed its name to Hartnell 
Community College — or just Hartnell College . . 
. a school as gracious and innovative as was its 
namesake.

ongratulations! You made it back, (or 
have gained first-time admission) to 


Hartnell College. Another semester is 
underway. The opportunities you’Il discover on 
campus stand out as quite extraordinary. 
Whatever your interests — foreign language, 
psychology, speech and theater, music, science, 
journalism — Hartnell offers the sort of classes, 
activities, and events that will seem especially 
designed for you. That’s because you’ re a student 
here. As a student, you’re one among the most 
important people on campus. 

Just in case you aren’t aware, we might mention 
that admission to a college has not always been the 
sort of privilege — open to everyone with interest 
and ambition — that it is today. A century and 
more ago, society limited college admission to 
society’s more fortunate few — generally the 
sons and daughters of families possessing wealth 
and stature. Even then, admission was gained 
through fiercely competitive examinations, both 
oral and written, during lengthy and grueling 
sessions that were called: “Standing for 
Admission”. Back then it didn’t matter much 
what you had studied in preparatory schools (now 


called high schools). The only thing that really 
mattered — excusing the possibility that your 
mom and dad bestowed the school with a few 
million dollars — was how well you responded 
verbally to certain questions and in writing to other 
questions. 

Harvard, for instance, during the 1800s advised 
that any scholar seeking admission must be able to 
understand the writings of Tulley or a comparable 
classical author. The applicant also must be able 
to speak and write Latin and at least one other 
language, preferably Greek or French. Applicants 
must be able to demonstrate considerable 
knowledge of, and skill with, the grammar of the 
English language and demonstrate the ability to 
parse (diagram) the most complex of sentences. 

Closer to home, the University of California, in 
1899, required applicants to “stand for admission” 
in higher arithmetic (including extractions of cube 
roots and squares), English and Latin grammar, 
geography, and history. All applicants for 
programs of study in “The Letters” were grilled 
on the content and meaning found within the 
works of Virgil, Cicero, Sallust, Xenophon, and

Dash It All! 


id you know that 
careful writers use 
two kinds of dashes in writ- 


ing carefully? 

One —a longer dash, as shown 
here — is called the “em” dash. An 
em dash can be used like a strong 
comma for the purpose of off-setting 
an appositive (explanatory material) 
within a sentence. The em dash looks 
best with a space on each side — 
like this — but some stylists—those 
who prefer tighter composition—do 
without the spaces. Confer with your 
writing instructor about preference. 

A shorter dash “*-”, called the “en” 
dash, can by used to join two words 
into one word. Using the en dash

can be of long-term benefit to clear 
writing. By using that en dash in 
“long-term” the writer clearly de- 
noted that it is the term that is long 
and not the benefit.. Oh, yes. En 
dashes are also used as hyphens to 
split a long word appearing at the end 
of aline. 

Careless writers sometimes con- 
fuse a pair of en dashes (—) with an 
em dash. That’s an unneeded hold- 
over from the pre-computer, type- 
writer era. A typewriter has noem 
dash. Two en dashes were a signal 
to the compositor (typesetter) to sub- 
stitute anem dash. Your computer, 
however, is happy to provide all the 
dashes that you require.

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Webster's Unabridged Encyclopedic Dictio- 
nary defines “interview” as a formal meeting in 
which a person or persons question, consult, or 
evaluate another or others, as in: to participate in 
a job interview. Most of us have already 
experienced one or more (many more?) interview 
situations. The outcome of an interview can be 
very important . . . particularly if the result of the 
interview will be that new job you’ ve been wanting. 

Interested in some hints about how to make your 
next interview turn out just the way you’d like? 
Susan Gerbic-Forsyth, Hartnell student and ace 
reporter for your Panther Sentinel, considers 
herself something of anexpert onthe skills required 
for being interviewed successfully — conducting 
interviews are an integral part of her off-campus 


work. Susan offers these helpful hints for — 


powerhouse interviews which are, as Susan notes: 


“mostly a matter of using some good, common. 


sense.” 


Being Interviewed Successfully!

eed ajob? Worried because you have no 
Nee No problem, I’m here to let 
you iron some of management’s little 
secrets. The biggest secret is: we managerswant 
to hire you — really we do. It’s just that 
sometimes (during the interview) you talk us out of 
it. How can you avoid interview faux pas 
(blunders in manners or conduct) that mess your 
chances up? 
It’s not difficult, really. May I mention several 
red flags we interviewers look for? 


.* How are you dressed? Managers assume that 
you arrive at the interview trying to impress them. 
That means that during the interview you’ll 
probably look as sharp as you will ever look. So 
leave your jeans at home. Cut-offs-and bare 
midriffs don’t fit the interview scene. Nor do sweat 
shirts, tee-shirts, muscle shirts (you’ re going to an 
interview,not the gym), or see-through blouses. 
Skirts should not be too short. In general, your 
attire should be professional- Ties are great for 
guys. An attractive dress-jacket is recommended. 
A good rule to follow: dress as you would to attend 
church, synagogue, or temple on Sunday. 

* How are your personal appearances? 
Fellows, is your hair neatly clipped and combed? 
Are your fingernails rimmed with grime? Do you

have a face darkened with beard stubble? Ladies, 
check your nails, too! Is your half-on polish 
peeling away? Avoid nail enamel that’s tooloud— 
as in, say, green with pink stripes or silver glitter on 
purple. Is your hairin place? Beware hair-dos that 
mean you must flip your head during the interview 
just to keep strands out of your face. Don’t forget 
to pay some attention to your shoes. A quick coat 
of polish helps a lot by showing you really care 
about details. 


“Like sure, man...ah... welllike...uh...how 
much you gonna...er...like pay, man! 


In short: Conservative is the key word in 
preparing yourself for an interview. Now let’s say 


you’ ve arrived —neatly groomed and conserva- 


tively attired. The interview begins. Here are some 
suggestions for continuing the good impression 
you’ ve encouraged with your neat appearance. 


* What about personal traits? Gum chewers, 
beware. Do, however, make certain your teeth are 


-clean and your breath is sweet (a breath mint or 
spray prior to interview is great!) 
¢ Have nervous habits? Fidgeting suggests you 
really don’t know how tohandle yourself very well. 
Avoid toying with pens or pencils or picking at a 
pimple or wrapping strands of hair around a finger. 
Don’t drum your fingers on the chair’s arm or on 
the desk top. Don’t make yourself appear 
impatient. 
¢ How about communication skills? Look at 
the interviewer, right in the eyes,allthetime. Don’t 
gaze at the floor, the wall, or the ceiling; gaze at your 
interviewer(s) in a friendly, interested fashion. 
Speak clearly.. Don’t mumble your answers. 
Answer questions completely; but try nottoramble 
onandon. Smile, alot! Add humor to your voice. 
Be friendly. Remember, the interviewer is 
probably looking for someone who can handle 
customers and interact well-with other employees. 
Show your interviewer that you are more than 
capable of doing so. ge 
* Can you not emphasize negatives? Don’t put 
down your last boss. Even if your last bosswas a 
jerk, just say you left that job to seek a better 
opportunity elsewhere. Equally bad is to say 
something like: “I really liked my last boss because 
she was anice lady who let me get away witha lot 
of stuff.” Watch your language. Never use any 
language you couldn’t use in front of your 
grandmother. During interviews, profanity is like a 
curse. Remember to leave the, “like, you know. 
..” and the “huh’s” and the “ah’s” behind. 


Here’s some good news that should encourage 
you toward sharpening your interview skills. 
Never has there been a better time to get a job. 
Unemployment is at the lowest level in years. 
Doubtful? Just ask Hartnell College Instructor 
Urciuoli (Economics). As Mr. Urciuoli explained 
to students in his ECO1 class: There are more 
Jobs out there than there are people to fill them. 

Youcan afford to be picky. Employers need you 
out there . . . badly. 

Just don’t blow the interview!

Peabody. 

At Antioch College in Ohio, 
considered a liberal institution, the 
applicant had to recite and comment 
on, in Greek, from the Gospels as 
written in the Greek Testament. 
Antioch also required testing in social 
skills and etiquette. These etiquette 
questions were really quite practical, 
at least back then. An examiner might 
ask for responses to such inquiries as: 
“which dining tool should be used 
during a formal meal’s appetizer 
course?” and “at a social event with 
dancing, how does a young man 
properly ask for a dance and how 
does the young lady politely 
respond?” 

In case you’ re interested, Antioch’s 
etiquette-curriculum called for “dance 
cards” being printed and made 
available prior to a dance. During the 
preceding week or so, young 
gentlemen approached young women 
and asked if it was permissible to sign 
the young ladys’ dance cards. If.a 
young lady wanted to dance with this 
particular fellow; she permitted him to 
sign (one dance only, please). If not, 
she apologized for the fact that her 
dance card was already filled. The 
gentleman who escorted the young 
lady was permitted the first and last 


dances of the evening, no more. That 
was to encourage social interactions 
and social graces by mingling. 
Dancing with anyone not properly 
“signed in” on the dance card just 
wasn’t permissible. 
For the (relative) few who made the 
grade and gained admission to a 
college the lack of opportunity to 


choose what they studied may have 


been a huge disappointment. At many 
schools, a student was enrolled in five 
subjects: In sequence, one of these 
subjects would be studied all day long 
— from 8 until 5 with homework in the 
evening — one day each week. 
Students’ schedules involved sitting in 
classes for 40 hours weekly. To 
complete a course required passing 
another written and oral exam similar 
to the examination required for 
admission, but limited to the subject 
matter studied in the class the student 
hopes to gain credit for. 

That sort of historical message just 
may make admission to Hartnell 
College — and the privilege tochoose 
the courses you wish to study — more 
meaningfuk than. ever. Perhaps 
there’s a message to be discovered 
therein. Let’s buckle down and make 
this the most productive and meaning- 
ful semester ever. Good luck like ours 
is not to be misused!

Reporters Sanchez and 
Ramirez hear: “/0-98. Code 7.” Each yawns and 
continues studying. They have just learned that a 
police officer has completed an assignment and is 
checking out to goto lunch.” 

Moments later, the two reporters hear another 
message broadcast. “Code red. APB. 415 in 
progress. DBF. Suspects with prior 245. Code 
2 to 701 Central at Stone.” The reporters grab 
notepads and acamera. They head toward the 
door. The message they just overheard indicated: 
“Help needed now! All Points Bulletin! Peace 
disturbance in progress! Suspects involved 
who may have prior records of arrest for 
assault with aweapon. A house watch is being 
initiated at a residence located at Central and 
Stone streets. Proceed without delay.” 
That’s a breaking news story that may be worthy 


the scene of an incident to get the coverage needed. 
The exception is that law enforcement may restrict 
media reporters to a designated safety area. . .if 
there appears to be clear and imminent danger. 
Later in the semester, journalism students and 
Panther Sentinel staff will have the opportunity to 
practice their new “cop talk” skills during a ride- 
along with law enforcement patrols.
